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602 o  ENERGY  CONSERVATION.  a.  Energy  usage  at  the  national  level  cont- 
inues to  rise  while  the  availability  of  cheap  energy  sources,  especially 
petroleum  fuels,  are  diminishing .  Since  FY  75,  Army  has  reduced  energy 
consumption  by  7  percent,  however,  costs  have  increased  by  34  percent. 
This  issue  is  causing  us  to  focus  on  improved  POL  management  in  the  ARNG. 
The  ARNG  fleet  of  100.7 000  fuel  consuming  vehicles  provides  a  potential 
for  significant  savings  if  proper  conservation  methods  are  applied.  One 
positive  conservation  method  entails  strict  adherence  to  the  55  mile  per 
hour  speed  limit-  .To  violate  the  speed  limit  is  not  only  wasteful,  but 
also  bad  "public  relations"  for  the  Guard-  Nothing  will  irritate  citizens 
more  than  being  passed  by  military  vehicles  that  are  belching  black 
smoke  while  exceeding  the  speed  limit  Other  items  that  are  equally  im- 
portant to  energy  conservation  include  proper  tire  pressure  and  a  pro- 
perly tuned  engine-  A  properly  tuned  engine  can  decrease  fuel  consump- 
tion by  as  much  as  12  percent-  This  wall  be  an  item  of  special  interest 
during  COVET. 

b.  The  Adjutant  General  requests  your  assistance  in  assuring  the  Montana 
ARNG  sets  the  example  in  fuel  conservation, 

603,   IMMEDIATE  REQUIREMENT  TO  PERFORM  SPECIAL  SERVICE  TO  TANK  TOP 
LOADING  AIR  CLEANERS,  a.  A  serious  situation  was  recently  dicovered 
during  inspection  of  some  M60  series  tanks  in  the  field,  It  was  found 
that  aluminum  and  armor  top  loading  air  cleaner  box  outlet  elbows  were 
loose  to  the  extent  that  dust  was  entering  the  engine.  When  these  out- 
let elbows  become  loose,  dust  leaks  occur  resulting  in  engine  failure. 
All  outlet  elbows  on  top  loading  air  cleaners  must  be  checked  and 
tightened  immediately  in  accordance  with  this  message. 

b.  Tightening  procedure: 

1-  Check  all  air  cleaner  outlet  elbow  nuts-  If  they  are  not  MS- 
21044-N-6  «.NSN  5310-00-950-0039'  nut,  self- locking  type,  remove  and 
replace  with  MS  number. 

2.  Check  all  air  cleaner  outlet  elbow  studs-  Studs  should  not  be 
loose,  stripped,  bent,>  broken  and/ or  missing.  All  unserviceable 
studs  must  be  removed  from  the  air  cleaner  housing  and  replaced  with 
screw,  cap,  self-locking  (3/8-16  UNC,  \-\   In  lg)  MS  90728-64L,  NSN 
5303-00-725-2317. 

NOTE:  Alternate  NSNs  may  be  used  when  they  meet  the  MS  code  as 
stated  above. 
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c.  Prior  to  torquing  of  the  outlet  elbows,  assure  that  all  lock  nuts 
and/or  cap  screws  are  tightened  to  about  ten  (10)  ft  lbs,  then  perform 
the  final  torquing  operation.  Torque  fasteners  to  a  minimum  of  twenty  (20) 
ft  lbs,  maimum  of  25  lbs.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  nut  located  directly 
under  the  outlet  end  of  the  elbow  cannot  be  reached  without  removing  the 
filter  box  from  the  tank,  Unless  the  box  has  been  removed  or  for  other 
reasons,  tightening  of  this  nut  may  be  omitted.  The  tightening  sequence 
is  to  tighten  the  corner  nuts  on  one  end  of  the  elbow,  then  tighten  the 
two  center  nuts  on  top  and  bottom  of  the  elbow,  and  then  tighten  the 
other  corner  nuts.  After  these  nuts  have  been  tightened  the  remaining 
nuts  should  be  tightened  starting  at  one  end  and  tighten  alternately 
from  top  to  bottom.

"Detail  Commanders  will  insure  no  alcoholic  beverages 
are  consumed  by  National  Guard  Personnel  during  their  tour  of  duty.  This 
includes  the  time  going  to  and  from  the  fire,"  This  restriction  on  con- 
sumption of  alcoholic  beverages  has  been  placed  on  all  persons  employed 
by  the  U.S.  Forest  Service,  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  Bureau  of  Indian 
Affairs,  National  Park  Service  and  the  State  Division  of  Forestry. 
Violation  of  the  above  regulation  will  be  cause  for  dismissal  from  fire 
duties  and  possible  liability  should  government  equipment  be  damaged  as 

a  result  of  a  driver  being  intoxicated,
